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INTRODUCTION 


Nagaland lies between 25°6'-27°4' N and between 93 o 20'-95°15' E. (Fig. 1). It is hilly 
and mountainous with deep gorges and steep slopes bordering narrow valleys (Fig. 2-14), 
and has a geographical area of 16,579,00 ha. The state consists of a narrow strip of hilly 
area running from the northeast to the southwest, which is located in the northern 
extension of the Arakan Yoma ranges of Myanmar. It comprises of the erstwhile Naga 
Hills district of Assam and Tuensang Frontier Division of the North East Frontier Agency. 
Nagaland got its statehood as the 16 th state of India on 1 st December, 1963. For 
Administrative convenience, the state is divided into 11 districts (11 districts are officially 
declared, but a map to this effect was not available) namely Peren, Dimapur, Kohima, 
Phek, Kiphire, Zunheboto, Wokha, Tuensang, Mokokchung, Longleng and Mon. Kohima, 
the capital, at 1495 m above mean sea level is historically a very important city. The war 
cemetery here stands as a monument of World Peace. Nagaland is home to 16 major tribes. 
The state claims to have a literacy rate of 67 % and the population density is 120 persons 
per sq. km. 

With its exquisitely picturesque landscapes, vibrant colourful sunrise and sunsets, lush 
and verdant flora (Fig. 2-14), Nagaland is a land that represents unimaginable beauty 
molded perfectly for a breathtaking experience. It is sometimes referred to as the 
Switzerland of the East. Nagaland is bounded by Assam in the west, Myanmar on the east, 
Arunachal Pradesh and parts of Assam in the north and Manipur in the south. 

The forest types are Tropical Wet Evergreen, Tropical Moist Deciduous, Montane Wet 
Temperate and Subtropical Pine Forests. The recorded Forest Area in Nagaland is 8,629,00 
ha which is 52% of the geographical area of the state and 1.1% of India’s forest area. An 
area of 88.36% of the recorded forest area is under private control and the rest under state 
government. Tropical Wet Evergreen forest occurs in patches in the lower and middle 
elevations all over the state, except in the southwest where Tropical Moist Deciduous 
forests dominate. Many of the river valleys and gorges are covered with Evergreen forest. 
The tropical semi-evergreen forest also occurs in many of the once evergreen forests. In 
the higher hills Subtropical Broadleaf forest occurs with small areas of conifers in the 
eastern parts. There is no large Grassland in Nagaland, however, small patches occur in 
sheltered valleys and along the rivers. In the abandoned Jhum, grasses appear till they are 
replaced by shrubs and trees. As per the Forest Survey of India Report, 1999, there has 
been an overall increase in the dense forest cover in Nagaland because of improved land 
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management. The state has one National Park and three Wildlife Sanctuaries. The climate 
is tropical ‘monsoon’ type with a hot wet summer and a cool dry winter. Altitude varies 
from 194 m to 3841 m and the temperature generally ranges from less than 0° to 35°C. 
Annual rainfall averages between 1800 to 2500 mm. 

Some of the rivers of the state wherein collections were made during the surveys are 
Chathe (also known as ‘pagla nadi’, because of the flash floods occurring in it), Dhansiri, 
Kaleiru, Munglai, Mutsure, Nhezu, Saprai, Sedzu, Tanghairoi, Taphi, Tiru, Tathan, Tening 
and Zingkhi (Fig. 2-14). Nagaland exhibits twin drainage systems. Its western and 
northern parts are drained by Brahmaputra drainage, while eastern and southern part by 
Chindwin drainage. 

Studies on the Fish fauna of the state have been undertaken by Hora (1921, 21a, 36); 
Hora and Mukherjee (1935); Malhotra and Suri (1969); Sen, (1985); Talwar and Jhingran 
(1991); Nath and Dey (1997); Kosygin and Viswanath (1998); Jayaram (1999); Menon 
(1999); Sen (2003) and Karmakar and Das (2005). As per literature 125 species of fish 
have so far been reported from the state. The present study has enhanced knowledge of 
this group and a total of 140 species, including 15 new records, have been reported herein. 
All the reported and recorded species have been incorporated to get an overall picture of 
the fish resources of the state. The systematic arrangement is as per Jayaram (1999) and 
the nomenclatural status as per online version of Eschmeyer (2007, www.fishbase.orgl . 
Status of the species wherever applicable has been mentioned under remarks as per BCPP, 
C.A.M.P. (1999). For all the species only original references have been cited. The species 
marked with** denotes new record for the state. 

Apart from Chanda’s (1994, 2002) comprehensive work on the amphibians, there is 
very little information on the amphibian fauna of Nagaland (Ao, et ai, 2003; Kiyasetuo 
and Khare, 1986). The present paper deals with 43 species of amphibians. Status of the 
species has been mentioned under Remarks wherever applicable is as per BCPP, C.A.M.P. 
(1998). 

Located in the ‘Biodiversity hot spot’ region, Nagaland is very rich in herpetofauna. 
However, the state needs yet to be thoroughly explored to assess its herpetological 
resources. Ao et al. (2004) reported 41 species of reptiles from Nagaland with 19 new 
records for the state. Subsequently, Mathew (2005) added two more species. Fauna of 
Nagaland (2006) reported 62 species of reptiles. The present study reports 74 species of 
reptiles.

1. Notopterus notopterus (Pallas, 1769) 

Gymnotus notopterus Pallas, 1769. Spied. Zool., 7 : 40, pi. 6, fig. 2 (Type locality : ? Indian Ocean). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the state (Karmakar & Das,2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body oblong, strongly compressed with fine scales Caudal 
region long and tapering. Abdomen edge serrated, head compressed with large 
membranous opercular flap. Mouth moderate, maxilla extends to middle of orbit. 
Preorbital serrated, not transverse bars on back. Dorsal fin short,inserted near middle of 
back, with 7-9 rays. Pectoral fins moderate, extend beyond anal fin origin. Anal fin 
confluent with caudal having 97-111 rays. 

Distribution : INDIA : Throughout India.

2. Hypopthalmichthys molitrix (Valenciennes, 1844)

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body stout and compressed with small scales ; abdomen 
strongly compressed with sharp keel from throat to vent. Head rather small, snout blunt, 
obtusely rounded anteriorly. Mouth terminal, lower jaw slightly longer than upper. Barbels 
absent. Dorsal fin short with 1-3 spines, last simple ray not serrated, and 6-7 branched 
rays. Anal fin with 1-3 spines and 10-14 branched rays. Lateral line complete with 110- 
115 scales. Body olivaceous to silvery. 
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Distribution : INDIA : Introduced. 

Elsewhere : CHINA; EASTERN SIBERIA; introduced around the world. 

3. Salmostoma acinaces (Valenciennes, 1842) 

Leuciscus acinaces Valenciennes, 1842, Hist.nat.Poiss., 17 : 509 (Type locality : Kaveri drainage, 
Mysore) 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das 2005). 

Dianostic characters : Body elongate and compressed, its ventral profile more convex 
than dorsal profile. Mouth oblique, lower jaw with a rudimentary symphysial process. 
Dorsal fin inserted above or slightly behind origin of anal fin. Scales large, lateral line 
slightly curved with 42-46 scales. Body silvery with a lateral band. Anal and caudal fins 
edged black. 

Distribution : INDIA : Nagaland, Karnataka, West Bengal, Maharashtra, Bhavani river 
near Chennai and Cauvery river system.

4. Salmostoma bacaila (Hamilton, 1822) 

(Fig. 15) 

Cyprinus bacaila Hamilton, 1822. Fish of Ganges, pp. 265, 384, PI. 8, fig. 76 (Type locality : Freshwater 
rivers of Gangetic Provinces). 

Material examined : 1 ex. (Regd. no. V/F/2176), Saprai river, Mon district, coll. R. 
Mathew & party, 26.09.2006. 

Diagnostic characters ; Barbels absent. Pectoral axial scale not thickened along its 
lower border. Lateral line curved gently downward above pectoral fin with 86-110 scales. 
Dorsal fin with 7-8 branched rays; anal fin with 10-13 branched rays. Lateral transverse 
scales 17-19/4-6. Dorsal fin inserted well in advance of anal fin. 

Distribution : INDIA : throughout India except Kerala, Karnataka and Tamil Nadu. 

Elsewhere : AFGHANISTAN; BANGLADESH; MYANMAR; NEPAL; PAKISTAN. 

5. Aspidoparia morar (Hamilton, 1822) 

(Fig. 16) 

Cyprinus morar Hamilton, 1822. Fishes of Ganges : 264, 384, pi. 31, fig. 75 (Type locality : Yamuna 
river and Tista river). 
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Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body elongate and subcylindrical; abdomen rounded, head 
moderate. Mouth inferior, lower lip absent, lower jaw with a sharp crescentic edge; 
barbels absent. Dorsal fin with 9-11 rays inserted well behind pelvic fin base. Anal fin 
with 10-12 rays. Scales fairly deciduous; lateral line with 38-42 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : Northern and North Eastern India. 

Elsewhere : AFGHANISTAN; BANGLADESH; IRAN; MYANMAR; NEPAL; 
PAKISTAN; THAILAND; IRAN. 

6. Barilius barila (Hamilton, 1822) 

(Fig. 17) 

Cyprinus (Barilius) barila Hamilton, 1822, Fishes of Ganges : 267, 384 (Type locality : Rivers of 
northern Bengal).

Diagnostic characters : Body shallow, mouth moderate, maxilla extends to below 
anterior third of orbit. Barbels two pairs. Dorsal fin placed in advance of anal fin. Lateral 
line with 43-46 scales. Body silvery, generally with 14-15 vertical bands. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, Nagaland, Bihar, Delhi, Jammu & 
Kashmir, Uttar Pradesh, Rajasthan, Orissa, Madhya Pradesh, Mysore,West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; MYANMAR; NEPAL. 

Remarks : Its status is Vulnerable at national level (Sen, 2003). 

7. Barilius barna (Hamilton, 1822) 

Cyprinus (Barilius) barna Hamilton, 1822. Fishes of Ganges : 268, 384 (Type locality : Yamuna river 
and Brahmaputra river). 

Material examined : 2 exs.(Regd.no.V/F/ERS/2266), Jalukie, Peren district, coll. R. 
Mathew & party, 10.09.2006; 5 exs.(Regd. no. V/F/ERS/2272), Kaleirue river. New 
Jalukie, Peren district, coll. R. Mathew & party, 11.09.2006. 

Diagnostic characters : Body rather deep, mouth moderate. Barbels usually absent, 
often rudimentary may be present.Dorsal fin inserted in advance of anal fin. Lateral line 
with 39-42 scales. Tubercles large and well developed on snout and lower jaw. Body dull 
green silvery with 7-11 well defined vertical dark bars. Dorsal and caudal fins edged with 
black. 
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Distribution : INDIA : Ganga, Yamuna and Brahmaputra river systems, Orissa. 
Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; MYANMAR; NEPAL. 

**8. Barilius barnoides Vinciguerra, 1890 
(Fig. 18)

Diagnostic characters : Body deep, mouth moderate. Barbels 2 pairs, maxillary barbels 
shorter than rostral barbels. Dorsal fin inserted entirely in advance of anal fin. Lateral line 
with 42-45 scales. Tubercles on head small and poorly developed. Body brownish on back 
with 14-15 vertical bars descending to above lateral line. 

Distribution : INDIA ; Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR. 

Remarks : Reported for the first time from the state.

Diagnostic characters : Body shallow, mouth moderate; jaws long. Barbels two short 
pairs, the rostral pairs reduced or often absent.

Dorsal with 9 
branched rays; anal fin with 5 branched rays.

Rivers from Kashmir to Sikkim along the Himalayan Foot hills. 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR. 

Remarks : It’s status is Vulnerable at National level. 

33. Osteobrama cotio cotio (Hamilton, 1822) 

Cyprinus cotio Hamilton, 1822. Fishes of Ganges, p. 339, PI. 39, fig. 93 (Type locality : Bengal). 

Material examined ; Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the States (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body compressed, trapezoid; abdominal edge trenchant from 
behind pelvic fin base to anal fin, but rounded in front of pelvic fins. Mouth small, barbels 
absent. Dorsal spine weak and serrated. Scales small, lateral line with about 65 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Arunachal Pradesh, Manipur, Meghalaya, Nagaland, 
Tripura, West Bengal, Bihar, Central province, Punjab, Uttar Pradesh, Maharashtra. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; CHINA; MYANMAR; NEPAL; PAKISTAN. 

34. Chagunius chagunio (Hamilton, 1822)

branched rays Scales small, lateral line with 44-47 scales. Snout and cheeks with 
tubercles. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Arunachal Pradesh, Meghalaya Mizoram, Manipur, 
Nagaland, Tripura, Himalayas : Ganges and Brahmaputra drainage, Chota Nagpur, 
Orissa). 
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Remarks : It’s status is vulnerable (Menon, 1999). 

35. Poropuntius burtoni (Mukheiji, 1939) 

Barbus clavatus bartoni Mukeiji, 1939. J. Bombay nat. Hist. Soc., 37 : 64, pi. 3, fig. 1, 10 & 11. (Type 
locality : Myitkyina Dist., Burma). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body laterally compressed, snout arched beset with pores and 
tubercles. Upper lip separated from upper jaw with a groove, lower labial fold interrupted 
in the middle. Barbels two pairs (maxillary and rostral). Last unbranched ray of dorsal fin 
strong, bony and denticulated with 8 branched rays and anal fin with 6 branched rays. 
Lateral line complete with 38-40 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : Manipur, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR 

36. Poropuntius clavatus (McClelland, 1845) 

Fig. 40) 

Barbus clavatus McClelland, 1845, Calcutta J .nat. Hist., 5 : 280, pi. 21, fig. 2 (Type locality : Sikkim 
mountains on northern frontier of Bengal) 

Material examined: Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body elongate and strongly compressed. Mouth wide and 
terminal, barbels two pairs, rostral barbels minute often absent. Last unbranched ray of 
dorsal fin osseous, robust and strongly serrated. Lateral line complete with 41-42 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, Nagaland, West Bengal, North 
Bengal below the Himalayan foot hills, Sikkim 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; MYANMAR; NEPAL. 

Remarks : Its status is Endangered. 

37. Puntius chelynoides (McClelland, 1839) 

(Fig. 41) 

Barbus chelynoides McClelland, 1839, Asiat. Res., 19(2) : 271, 340, pi. 57, fig. 5. (Type locality : 
Simla). 

Material examined Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & bas, 2005). 
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Diagnostic characters : Body elongate, head length more than body depth. Eyes small, 
mouth large,subterminal; lips fleshy and continuous at angles of mouth. Barbels two pairs 
(maxillary and rostral), longer than eye diameter. Scales relatively small, lateral line with 
33-37 scales. Snout smooth,devoid of tubercles. 

Distribution : INDIA : Ganga river system, Himalayas as far east as Assam, 
Meghalaya, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : PAKISTAN. 

Remarks : Its status is Endangered. 

38. Puntius chola (Hamilton, 1822) 

Cyprinus chola Hamilton, 1822. Fishes of Ganges, 312, 289 (Type locality : north eastern part of 
Bengal).

Mouth moderate; barbels 
one short maxillary pairs. Last unbranched ray of dorsal fin osseous, fairly strong and 
smooth. Lateral line complete with 26-28 scales. Body silvery with olive green on back, a 
deep black blotch present near base of caudal fin. 

Distribution : INDIA : Throughout India. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; BHUTAN; MYANMAR, NEPAL; PAKISTAN; SRILANKA. 
Remarks : It’s status is Vulnerable. 

39. Puntius conchonius (Hamilton, 1822)

Bengal; Kosi river and Ami river).

Lateral line incomplete 
with 24-26 scales. Two blotches on body; anterior spot sometimes may be absent. 
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Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Arunachal Pradesh, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, 
Nagaland, Tripura. West Bengal, Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, Punjab, Maharashtra, Orissa, 
Eastern and Western Himalayas, Darjeeling, Deccan. 

Elsewhere: AFGHANISTAN; BANGLADESH; NEPAL; PAKISTAN. 

Remarks : It’s status is Vulnerable at national level. 

40. Puntius filamentosus (Valenciennes, 1844) 

Leuciscus filamentosus Valenciennes, 1844. Hist. nat. Poiss., 17 : 96, pi. 492. (Type locality : “les eaux 
douces d’Alypey”= Alleppey, Kerala State). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Malhotra & Suri, 1969). 

Diagnostic characters : Body elongate, mouth moderate, barbels a very small pair of 
maxillary, often hidden in grooves round comer of mouth. Last unbranched ray of dorsal 
fin non-osseous, weak and smooth. A distinctive deep black oval blotch on lateral line, 
which generally extends from 14 th to 16 th lateral scales. Lateral line complete with about 
21 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland, Tripura, Goa, Karnataka, Kerala, 
Tamil Nadu, Andhra Pradesh, Maharashtra. 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR; THAILAND; SRI LANKA. 

**41. Puntius manipurensis Menon, Rema Devi and Vishwanath, 2000

pelvic fins. Body with two spots; a shoulder spot on 3 rd and 4 th lateral line scale rows and 
a caudal spot on 17 th and 18 th lateral line scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : Manipur 

Elsewhere : Same as above. 

Remarks : Reported for the first time from the state. So far endemic to North East India 
only. 
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42. Puntius orphoides (Valenciennes, 1842)

4. Lateral line complete with 28-34 scales. A broad black marginal horizontal band, on 
each lobe of caudal fin. 

Distribution : INDIA : Manipur, Nagaland, Western Ghats 

Elsewhere : BORNEO; INDONESIA; JAVA; MEKONG BASINS; MALAYA 
PENINSULA; MYANMAR; THAILAND. 

Remarks : Its status is Endangered. 

43. Puntius shalynius Yazdani & Talukdar, 1975

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Arunachal Pradesh, Manipur, Meghalaya, Nagaland.

Remarks : It’s status is Vulnerable. Endemic to North East India (Sen, 2003) 

44. Puntius sophore (Hamilton, 1822)

45. Puntius ticto (Hamilton, 1822)

46. Cyprinion semiplotum (McClelland, 1839) 

(Fig. 46) 

Cyprinus semiplotus McClelland, 1839. Asiat. Res., 19(2) : 274, 346, pi. 37, fig. 2. (Type locality : 
Brahmaputra river, Upper Assam). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body extremely deep and laterally compressed. Snout obtuse 
and broad, overhanging mouth and with transverse rows of open pores. Mouth very wide 
and inferior with an exposed comified mandibular cutting edge. A small pair of maxillary 
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barbels present in groove at comers of mouth. Last unbranched ray of dorsal fin strong, 
osseous and entire with 23-25 branched rays and anal fin with 7 branched rays. Lateral 
line with 27 to 33 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : All the states of North East India, North Bengal 

Elsewhere : BHUTAN; NEPAL, UPPER MYANMAR 

Remarks : Its status is Vulnerable at National level. 

**47. Semiplotus manipurensis Vishwanath and Kosygin, 2000 

(Fig. 47)

comjfied mandibular cutting edge. Maxillary barbels rudimentary. Lateral line scales with 
32-36 scales. 

Distribuition : INDIA : Manipur. 

Elsewhere ; Same as above. 

Remarks : Reported for the first time from the State. Endemic to North East India (Sen, 
2003). 


48. Cirrhinus cirrhosus (Bloch, 1795) 

Cyprinus cirrhosus Bloch, 1795, Naturges.ausland.Fische, 9 : 52, fig. 411 (Type locality : Cauvery river, 
Tamil Nadu). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005).

Elsewhere : INDIAN SUBCONTINENT. 

Remarks : Its status is endangered. Cirrhinus mrigala is the synonym of this species 
(www.fishbase.org). 
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49. Catla catla (Hamilton, 1822) 

Cyprinus catla Hamilton, 1822, Fishes of Ganges : 287, 318, pi. 13, fig. 81. (Type locality : Rivers and 
tanks of Bengal). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body deep, Head enormously large. Mouth wide and upturned 
with a prominent protruding lower jaw. Dorsal fin with 17 rays and anal fin with 7-8 rays. 
Lateral line with 40-43 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : Throughout India 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; CHINA; MYANMAR; NEPAL; PAKISTAN; SRILANKA 
Remarks : Its status is Vulnerable at National level. 

**50. Bangana devdevi (Hora, 1936) 

(Fig. 48) 

Labeo devdevi Hora, 1936. Rec. Indian Mus., 38(3) : 324. (Type locality : Mali Hka river system, 
Burma). 

Material examined : 1 ex. (Regd. no. V/F/ERS/2259), Jalukie, Peren district, coll. R.

Diagnostic characters : Body elongate, its dorsal and ventral profiles equally convex. 
Head moderately large; snout bluntly rounded overhanging the jaws. Mouth large, thick 
and fleshy, lower lip papillated and joined to isthmus by a narrow bridge. Lateral line with 
40- 41 scales. Body dark green on back, silvery on flanks and abdomen. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR; THAILAND. 

Remarks : Reported for the first time from the state. Earlier it was reported from 
Arunachal Pradesh (Nath & Dey, 1997). Single specimen has been collected from 
Nagaland. 


51. Labeo angra (Hamilton, 1822)

Cyprinus angra Hamilton, 1822. Fishes of Ganges : 331, 391. (Type locality : Brahmaputra river). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 
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Diagnostic characters : Body elongate and cylindrical, its dorsal profile more convex 
than ventral profile. Snout overhanging mouth with a lateral lobe. Lips fringed,lower lip 
separated from isthmus by a deep post-labial groove. Eyes large. Barbels one short 
maxillary pair, concealed in labial fold. Lateral line with about 42 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Nagaland, West Bengal, Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, Punjab, 
Orissa. 

Elsewhere : AFGHANISTAN; BANGLADESH; MYANMAR; NEPAL 

52. Labeo ariza (Hamilton, 1807) 

(Fig. 50) 

Cyprinus ariza Hamilton, 1807. Journey in Mysore, 3 : 344, pi. 31. (Type locality : rivers of Penninsular 
India). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body fairly elongate. Snout slightly projecting beyond mouth. 
Mouth broad, upper lip entire, often fringed in juveniles. Barbels one pair of short rostrals 
only. Dorsal fin with 8-9 branched rays. Scales hexagonal and moderate. Lateral line with 
34 to 38 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : Throughout India. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; MYANMAR; NEPAL; PAKISTAN; THAILAND 

Remarks : It’s status is vulnerable at National level. Cirrhinus reba is synonimised 
with this species (www.flshbase.org). 

53. Labeo dyocheilus (McClelland, 1839) 

Cyprinus (Labeo) dyocheilus McClelland, 1839. Asiat.Res., 19(2) : 268, 330, pi. 37, fig. 1. (Type 
locality : Brahmaputra river). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body elongate, snout conical, projecting beyond mouth with a 
distinct lateral lobe. Eyes small.Mouth wide, inferior; lips thick,not fringed. Lower lip 
with a fold which is interrupted and joined to isthmus by a narrow bridge. Barbels one 
short maxillary pair. Lateral line with about 43 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA ; all along the Himalayas and also in Mahanadi and Damodar 
rivers 

• Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; MEKONG BASIN; NEPAL, PAKISTAN. 

Remarks : Its status is Vulnerable at National level.

Barbels a small maxillary pair concealed in 
lateral groove. Lateral line with 40-44 scales. 

Distribution : INDIA : north, north-east and central India. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; MYANMAR; TERAI REGION OF NEPAL; PAKISTAN. 

55. Sinilabeo dero (Hamilton, 1822) 

(Fig. 51) 

Cyprinus dero Hamilton, 1822. Fishes of Ganges : 277, 385, pi. 22, fig. 78. (Type locality : Brahmaputra 
river). 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland but reported from 
the State (Karmakar & Das, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Body elongate, head rather small. Snout very prominent, 
overhanging mouth without any lateral lobe but with a distinct groove across it and 
generally covered with pores. Eyes fairly small. Mouth inferior, lips thick and continuous, 
lower lip closely papillated internally joined to isthmus by a narrow bridge. Barbels one 
small maxillary pair. Lateral line with 40-44 scales 

Distribution : INDIA : all along the Himalayas including Kashmir, Chota Nagpur, 
Satpura-Vindhya ranges, Deccan. 

Elsewhere : AFGHANISTAN; BANGLADESH; BHUTAN; CHINA; IRAN; MYANMAR; 
NEPAL; PAKISTAN; SRI LANKA. 

Remarks : Its status is Vulnerable at National level. 

56. Schizothorax richardsonii (Gray, 1832) 

(Fig. 52) 

Cyprinus richardsonii Gray, 1832, Illustrations of Indian Zoology, (10) : pi. 14, fig. 2. (Type locality : 
not known). 

Material examined', lex. (Regd. no. V/F/ERS/2281), Zingkhi river, Kiphire district, 
coll.

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Diagnostic characters : Body streamlined, mouth inferior, transverse and slightly 
arched, hard cartilaginous covering below lower jaw extends between comers of mouth, 
followed by a fleshy and flat lower lip. Barbels two pairs (maxillary and rostral). Dorsal 
spine strong and serrated behind. Scales minute, lateral line with 85 to 110 scales.

Pectoral 
spine strong and serrated internally; pelvic fins inserted distinctly nearer caudal fin base 
than to tip of snout. Caudal fin semi circular, skin tuberculated. Body dark greyish yellow 
above, dull whitish below with two broad dark crossbands Fins indistinctly marked with 
black transverse bands.

Adhesive thoracic apparatus 
longer than broad; without central pit. The paired fins are non plaited. The skin is smooth. 
Body olivaceous with dark patches at the base of the dorsal, caudal and the adipose fins.

Remarks : Reported for the first time from the State. The species was synonimised with 
Gfinense but. presently its separate identity is recognised. 

107. Glyptothorax platypogonoides (Bleeker, 1855)

Skin on head and body rough with prominent tubercles arranged 
in regular longitudinal rows. Body brownish on dorsal and lateral regions, pale yellowish 
on belly; head and flanks speckled with dark spots; a whitish saddle shaped spot below 
and either side of dorsal fin. Fins marbled with spotted bands.

Dorsal fin spine weak and usually smooth, often 
finely serrated at its apex. Paired fin non plaited. Skin on head and body granulated. Body 
chestnut brown, pale yellow beneath. Three dirty white longitudinal streak present; one 
along back, second along lateral line and third along abdominal margin.

Pectoral spine does not 
extend to pelvic fin. Body yellowish brown with four broad crossbands behind dorsal fin, 
a dark blotch at end of adipose. Nagaland, Bihar, North Bengal, Uttar Pradesh, Orissa.

111. Pseudecheneis sulcatus (McClelland, 1842)

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covering fin to tips of posterior spines. Body scarlet crossed by somewhat oblique bands 
of pale blue. Fins with scarlet spots or bars; anal fin with a red margin.

Body dark olive to green; often with a brown stripe from eye to comer 
of opercle and brown spots on head. A dusky blotch on caudal peduncle. Soft dorsal and 
caudal fins with rows of black spots.

Young specimens often with 
1-3 ocellus on end of dorsal fin.

Fingers with rounded 
tips, inner metacarpal tubercle oval, oblong and oval palmar tubercle. Toes webbed, inner 
metatarsal tubercle flattened, outer oval, weak, indistinct; skin fringe present on outer side 
of 5 th toe. TTA reaches between nostrils and anterior comer of eye. A dark inter-orbital 
band present; a distinct mid dorsal line present often with red patches. Thigh distinctly 
barred.

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dps, 1* finger scarecely longer than 2 nd ; sub articular tubercles globular; an oblong inner 
metacarpal tubercle and a transverse and oval palmar tubercle. Toes webbed; inner 
metatarsal tubercle oblong, oval and laterally flattened; outer metatarsal tubercle very 
small. Dorsum brownish olive with few dark irregular oblong spots; sides of the body 
marbled; a cream coloured mid dorsal stripe from snout tip to cloaca with or without 
reddish spots. Forelimbs with dark bands; hindlimb pattern indistinct and usually broken 
up into diffused spots.

reach shoulder; inner meta tarsal tubercle elongate, distinct, outer meta tarsal tubercle 
indistinct; dorsum minutely granulated with or without thin or broad mid dorsal line; back 
with distinct symmetrical longitudinal folds, blotches and warts of various sizes; limbs 
with symmetrical 

Distribution : INDIA : Nagaland.

Remarks : Closely related to F. limnocharis having various morphological differences.

Diagnostic characters : Dorsum with regular longitudinal glandular folds; inner meta 
tarsal tubercle large, shovel shaped; outer meta tarsal tubercle absent; sub articular 
tubercles feebly distinct; TTA reach tympanum or eye; heels do not overlap when hind 
limbs are folded at right angles to the body. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Nagaland, Tripura, Andhra Pradesh, 
Karnataka, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Tamil Nadu, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal.

Tibio tarsal 
articulation reaching eye or between eye and nostrils, sometimes beyond snout; heels 
overlapping.Toes fully webbed. Inner meta tarsal tubercle blunt, feebly compressed; no 
outer meta tarsal tubercle.

MYANMAR; NEPAL; PAKISTAN; SRI LANKA. 

Remarks : It’s status is vulnerable. 

10. Limnonectes mawphlangensis (Pillai & Chanda, 1977)

Diagnosic characters : Dorsally bluish black to slate coloured, ventrally yellowish to 
white; lower jaw, lateral sides of body and ventral sides of limbs spotted or marbled with 
black; inner two toes whitish and the outer toes bluish black; tympanic fold indistinct; 
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tympanum distinct; toes 3 A webbed; ultimate and penultimate phalanges of 4 th toe ree; 
inner meta arsal tubercle moderately prominent; outer metatarsal tubercle absent; TTA 
reach tip of snout; tips of toes dilated into prominent discs. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, Nagaland, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : Same as above. 

Remarks : Its status is Critical. 

11. Nanorana mokokchungensis (Das & Chanda, 2000) 

Scutiger mokokchungensis Das and Chanda, 2000, Herpetol. J., 10 : 60.

Diagnostic characters : Dorsum grey; thighs with diffused bands; upper eyelid 
yellowish grey, ventrum including throat, pectoral region and abdomen cream with 
yellowish variegations; dorsum of body with large scattered conical tubercles; upper 
eyelid smoth; upper surface of thighs tuberculate which are arranged in a linear series; 
throat and pectoral region smooth; tips of fingers swollen, fingers free; tips of toes 
weakly swollen, toes not fully webbed; subarticular tuberc;less prominent. 

Distribution : INDIA : Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : As above. 

Remarks : The present species is endemic to North East India. 

12. Occidozyga borealis (Annandale, 1912)

spot below the eye on upper jaw; inter orbital bar present; head broader than long; nostril 
lateral, equidistant to eyes and nostrils; tympanum not distinct; vomerine teeth absent; a 
prominent tooth on apex of lower jaw; supratympanic glandular folds prominent; 
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rudiment of web on all the fingers; fingers with rounded discs; TTA reach eye; toes fully 
webbed; distal phalanges of 4 th toe free; inner metatarsal tubercle elongate, outer 
metatarsal tubercle absent; palm and sole fleshy/cushioned. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Meghalaya, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : EASTERN HIMALAYAS; CHINA. 

Remarks : This species was rediscovered after about 90 years of its original 
description (Mathew and Sen, 2003). It’s status is endangered. Endemic to North East 
India.

A strong tuberculated fold from eye to shoulder over 
tympanum.

Limbs dorsally with dark brown patches; whole body covered with warts of 
various sizes.

Remarks : Not very common in occurrence. 

15. Xenophrys glandulosa (Boulenger, 1890)

of fingers and toes slightly enlarged; TTA crossing snout; axillary glands prominent; chest 
and throat with irregular brown spots; tympanic glandular fold dark chocolate in color; 
limbs with chocolate spots. 

Distribution : INDIA : Nagaland 

Elsewhere : CHINA 


16. Xenophrys major (Boulenger, 1908)

gigas Jerdon, 1870).

Diagnostic characters : Head distinctly triangular, canthus pronounced; nostrils half 
way between eyes and snout; eyes large, prominent, jutting out above head; pupil just a 
vertical slit during day; tympanum vertically oval; limbs long and sturdy; digits free with 
round flattened tips; dorsum brown with dark markings mostly confined to mid dorsal 
glandular ridges and some of the warts. Skin coarse, rather smooth on head; more or less 
symmetrically arranged rows of glandular warts run along body axis, the dorso-lateral 
ones are most pronounced, uninterrupted, beginning after a small gap behind supra 
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temporal ridge and continuing to the groin. Large rounded warts over back, side and 
upper side of limbs, most distinct on thighs and very dense on anal field. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Nagaland.

17. Xenophrys parva (Boulenger, 1893)

few small to medium roundish oval tubercles and longitudinal lines; ventrally speckled 
with brown.

beginning at the orbit level and broaden towards the posterior region; limbs with distinct 
cross bars; ventrally with or without dark spots.

ventral skin smooth; very small rounded warts posterior to eyes and anal region; dorso¬ 
lateral fold slightly prominent and end below axilla and groin; ventrally a gular and 
pectoral fold slightly indicated; dorsum greyish or brownish with few irregular darker 
spots; a bluish black stripe extending from tip of snout along canthus and lateral fold; 
upper lip, post oral glands and supra tympanic fold yellowish.

and below tympanum and the angle of the jaws with small round tubercles; Orangish 
brown above; limbs with broad bands of the colour of the dorsal spots.

fold ending in glandule; dorsum green with or without few black spots; sides of head and 
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belly dark brown with; white streak along upper lip; limbs with blackish cross bands; 
groin and back of thighs with yellow spots or marbling; lower part white or yellowish; 
throat and chest usually brown or speckled with brown.(males with external vocal sacs?).

greenish on the flanks; upper lip whitish; limbs without cross bands; hinder parts of 
thighs blackish, lower parts white; males with external vocal sacs and large oval glands 
on arm.

fingers with swollen oblong discs; TTA reach nostril; toes fully wbbed; a lateral expansion 
of skin from behind the tympanum to the posterior region including thighs measuring a 
maximum width of 12-14 mm in the middle when stretched; ventrally thorax and part of 
belly darker brown, remaining lighter; a distinct dorsolateral glandular fold from behind 
eye to groin.

Diagnostic charactrs : Head longer than broad, snout pointed, nostrils equidistant to 
eyes and snout; tympanum distinct; tips of fingers and toes dilated into very small discs 
with groves separating upper from lower; TTA reach a little beyond tip of snout; toes 
entirely wbbed; subarticular tubercles prominent; inner mta tarsal tubercle oval, outer 
round; kin glandular above; a feebly prominent narrow interrupted dorsolateral glandular 
fold from above tympanum to groin; ventrally smooth; grayish brown above, blackish 
brown on the sides; a white stripe along upper lip; limbs with dark cross bars.

tympanic glandular fold distinct; throat smooth; belly and ventral parts granulated.

brown patch on loreal and temporal region; limbs with irregular dark brown patches; 
supra tympanic glandular fold present; skin smooth both dorsally and ventrally.

Material examined : Material not available, known to occur in Nagaland (Dasgupta 
and Raha, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Plastron rounded posteriorly or feebly nicked; carapace 
distinctly convex, posterior margin not serrated; digits fully webbed; limbs with 
transversely enlarged, subimbricate scales; sole of feet with numerous (40-50) small flat 
scales; Shell dark olive, brown or black above; yellowish white below with a black spot at 
the outer margin of each shield. Head dark brown or green above, yellow below; a bright 
yellow band borders the top of the head, meeting its fellow above the nostril; a second 
paler one passes through the eye and is separated from the margin of the upper jaw by a 
dark band; a third borders the mandible; limbs olivaceous or yellowish. 

Distribution: INDIA : Nagaland.

2. Kachuga dhongoka (Gray, 1834)

and Raha, 2005). Description based on literature. 
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Diagnostic characters : Third vertebral shield forming a broad suture with the fourth, 
which embraces four neural plates; neural plates much longer than broad; second vertebral 
shield pointed and produced behind, entering the third; humero- pectoral suture straight; 
carapace unicarinate; plastron long and narrow, narrower than the opening of the shell, 
notched posteriorly; head moderate; skin of hinder part of the head divided into shields by 
fine lines; digits fully and broadly webbed; limbs with transversely enlarged scales; shell 
olive or brownish above, with a black vertebral and two lateral stripes; yellowish below; a 
yellow stripe along the side of the head starting from the nostrils and passing above the 
eye and the tympanum. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, 
Nagaland, Sikkim, Tripura, Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : NEPAL. 

3. Melanochelys trijuga (Schweiggr, 1814) 

Emys trijuga Schweigger, 1814, Prodr. Monog. Chel ., p. 41. 

Material examined : Material not available, known to occur in Nagaland (Dasgupta and 
Raha, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Carapace moderately depressed, tricarinate, the lateral margins 
more or less reverted; plastron nearly as long as the carapace, truncate or openly 
emarginated anteriorly; hind lobe narrower than the shell opening, deeply notched 
posteriorly; skin of hinder part of head smooth or more or less divided into rather large 
shields; limbs flattened; front of arm and hinder part of leg with enlarged homy scales; 
digits fully or nearly fully webbed; tail very short; shell light brown to dark brown or 
black; plastron usually with a yellow margin which diminishes in width with age; head 
grayish or olivaceous with yellow or pink reticulations, best marked on the sides. 

Distribution : INDIA : Nagaland, Kerala, Maharashtra, Tamil Nadu, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : SRI LANKA. 

4. Pangshura sylhetensis (Jerdon, 1870)

produced into a very strong backwardly projecting spike at the posterior margin of the 
third shield; hinder margin very strongly serrated; 26 marginal shields; plastron about as 
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long as the carapace; Shell olive brown above, the vertebral keel paler; yellow below, each 
shield with a large dark brown spot; head and limbs brown; a yellow sinuous transverse 
stripe across the back of the head; another similarly coloured along the lower jaw; neck 
with light longitudinal streaks. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland.

back of the thigh; Dark brown or black above, head and limbs black.

Diagnostic characters : Digits dilated, subdigital lamellae undivided; 12-14 upper and 
10-12 lower labials; head covered above with small polygonal scales, back with small 
juxtaposed flat scales, intermixed with larger subconical tubercles arranged in about 12 
longitudinal series; belly with large imbricate scales; digits free or with a rudiment of web; 
20- 23 lamellae under the 4 th toe; males with a series of 10-24 preanal pores. Grey, blue 
grey or violet-grey above, spotted all over with brick red and whitish grey; whitish spots 
on back arranged in 7 or 8 narrow bands; tail with alternating bands of dark grey and 
white; below whitish, usually with small pinkish spots 

Distribution : INDIA : Andamans, Bihar, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, Tripura, 
West Bengal.

Diagnostic characters : Digits free, moderately dilated with a double series of lamellae 
beneath; terminal phalanges free, clawed, rising angularly from within the expansion; 8 to 
10 upper and 7 to 9 lower labials; two pairs of post mentals, the inner elongate and larger 
than the outer; snout covered with small, convex, or keeled scales; hinder part of head 
with small granules and larger tubercles; back with small granular scales and conical, 
keeled or sub-trihedral tubercles arranged in from 16 to 20 more or less regular 
longitudinal rows; belly with smooth, rounded imbricate scales; tail considerably 
depressed, verticillate, covered above with small scales and series of 6 or 8 long, pointed, 
keeled tubercles; below with imbricate scales and a median series of transversely enlarged 
plates; males with from 7-16 preano-femoral pores on each side, usually interrupted 
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mesially; light brown or grayish above, with dark brown spots, more or less regularly 
arranged; a dark streak along the side of the head; dirty whitish below. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, 
West Bengal, the whole of India.

indistinct darker markings; tail sometimes coral red. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Manipur, Mizoram, Tripura, Nagaland, West 
Bengal, Southern India.

vertebral row of ocellate spots, indistinct dark markings on flanks, limbs and tail; A dorso¬ 
lateral stripe may or may not be present.

Diagnostic characters : Dorsal scales large, more or less distinctly keeled, 53 to 63 
round the middle of the body; two parallel ridges of compressed, more or less spinous 
scales above the tympanum, the upper continuous with the supraciliary edge, the lower 
separated from the tympanum by 4 or 5 small scales; 9 to 11 upper and as many lower 
labials; Green with pale streaks and spots; several oblique stripes upon the flanks and 
elongated or rounded spots upon the limbs and upper aspect of the tail; greenish white 
below. 

Distribution : INDIA : Meghalaya, Nagaland, Kerala. 

Elsewhere ; Not known. 

Remarks : Not a common species.

labials; dorsal scales keeled, 48 to 58 round the middle of the body; an oblique fold 
covered with small granular scales in front of the shoulder; Olive or brownish-grey above 
with indistinct darker spots and markings ; dark lines radiating from the eye and one from 
eye to the tympanum; 3 or 5 large rusty-red or chocolate-coloured vertebral spots (distinct 
in the young); upper lip white or yellow, the stripe broad and extending to the shoulder; 
dirty white below. 

Distribution : INDIA : Manipur, Nagaland.

Diagnostic characters : 9 to 11 upper and as many lower labials; No fold or pit in front 
of the shoulder; two separated spines above the tympanum; 35 to 52 scales round the 
body; Brownish or grayish above, uniform or with more or less distinct dark brown 
transverse spots or bars upon the back and sides; young and females with light dorso¬ 
lateral stripe; tail with dark and light annuli; dirty whitish below. 

Distribution : INDIA : The whole of India.

Diagnostic characters : Lateral expansions of body supported by five ribs; a gular 
appendage and a lateral flap or wattle on either side of the throat; gular appendage of the 
males much longer than the head; tympanum covered with small scales; upper head scales 
unequal, strongly keeled; dorsal scales unequal; Greyish or bronze above, with darker 
markings ; wing membranes above orange, reddish brown, yellowish or greenish, with 
scattered black spots which are very variable both in size and number, and often arranged 
in longitudinal lines; pale yellow below, immaculate or with irregular black spots; inside 
of wattles reddish brown or yellow; gular pouch pale yellowish or brownish, with a blue 
spot at the base and sometimes at the tip. 
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Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Mizoram, Nagaland.

18. Draco norvilli Alcock, 1895

Diagnostic characters : Head moderate; snout slightly turned upwards, nostrils dorsal 
and pointed slightly backwards, five scales between them; tympanum covered with small 
scales; upper head scales unequal; grayish or bronzy above, with mid dorsal spots, one on 
the head, five on body; indistinct bands on tail; patagium supported by five ribs and with 
three transverse bands; the first band indistinct, second and third scarlet and bifurcate as 
they approach the body; ground colour of patagium yellowish with irregular dark spots 
dorsally; ten to eleven enlarged scales at regular intervals bordering the patagium; throat 
and chin mottled with purple; inside of wattle scarlet; gular appendage of male longer than 
head, distendable, covered with large scales and of very faded purple colour; lower portion 
of thigh and sides of tail with crest; belly almost uniform yellowish, sides mottled with 
grey. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : Not known 

Remarks : Not a common species.

male than in the female; Olive brown above with darker transverse bars or spots; two 
curved dark brown cross-bars, separated by a light one, between the eyes; a dark stripe 
below the eye to the angle of the mouth; yellowish-white below. 

Distribution : INDIA : Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere ; Not known. 

Remarks : A common species. 

FAMILY SCINCIDAE 

20. Lygosoma punctata (Gmelin,1799)

at base; colour brown above, sides with a dark spot forming longitudinal series; belly 
yellowish white. 

Distribution : INDIA : Mizoram, Nagaland, Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Himachal Pradesh, 
Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Tamil Nadu, Uttar Pradesh. 

Elsewhere : SRI LANKA. 

Remarks : This species is widely distributed in India. 

21. Mabuya carinata (Schneider, 1801)

Diagnostic characters : Lower eye lid scaly; supranasals separated from or just 
touching one another, fronto-nasal broader than long; prefrontals usually in contact with 
one another; a pair of nuchals; no post nasals; dorsal and lateral scales subequal, with 3, 5 
or 7 distinct keels; 30-34 scales round the middle of the body; 14-18 lamellae beneath the 
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4* toe; Brown or bronzy above with longitudinal streaks along the lateral margins of the 
scales; a light dorso-lateral line starting from above the eye and continued to the base of 
the tail; a white line starting from the upper lip and passing along the side of the flank to 
the groin; lower parts whitish or yellow; flanks of the male scarlet in the breeding season, 
belly yellow. 

Distribution : INDIA : Meghalaya, Nagaland, West Bengal, Peninsular India. 

Elsewhere : SRI LANKA. 

Remarks : Common. 


22. Mabuya multifasciata (Kuhl, 1820) 

(Fig. 150) 

Scincus multifacsiatus Kuhl, 1820, Beitr. Zool. Vergl. Anat., p. 126. 

Material examined : Material not available for study, but the species is reported from 
Nagaland (Dasgupta and Raha, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Supranasals separated from or just touching one another; 
preffontals usually in contact with one another; a pair of nuchal, a post nasal; ear opening 
subcircular with small, pointed lobules anteriorly; 30-34 scales round the middle of the 
body; dorsals with 3 or 5 keels; Brown above, uniform or with dark brown or black 
longitudinal spots or streaks along the lateral margins of the scales; flanks dark brown or 
black, with or without white black edged spots; a pale dorsolateral line often present; 
upper head scales often margined with black; whitish below. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Manipur, Nagaland, Nicobar Island, West 
Bengal.

23. Sphenomorphus indicus (Gray, 1853)

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30-39 scales round the middle of the body; a pair of enlarged preanals; 16-22 keeled 
lamellae beneath the 4 th toe; palm and sole covered with conical tubercles; Brown above, 
uniform or with small brown or black spots usually arranged in longitudinal lines; a dark 
brown or black stripe along the sides of the head, body, and tail. 

Distribution : INDIA : Meghalaya, Nagaland, Sikkim, West Bengal, Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands. 

Elsewhere : CHINA; HAINAN; INDO-CHINA; MALAY PENINSULA; TIBET. 

Remarks : A very common species.

38 to 42 scales round the middle of the body; a pair of large preanals; tail almost twice 
the length of the body; 16-22 keeled lamellae beneath the 4 th toe; Brown above with small 
light spots and two median series of small black spots ; a dark brown or black lateral band 
more or less spotted with white and usually edged below with white extends the length of 
the body; lower parts of the flanks more or less thickly speckled with black and white; 
whitish below. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, West Bengal, 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands.

Greenish-brown above with metallic glow; a light dorso-lateral stripe, bordered above and 
below with black spots, from the eye to the base of the tail; a black streak along the side 
of the head through the ear, and along the flank to the hind limb; lower parts greenish- 
white. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR. 

Remarks : Not a common species.

26. Ophisaurus gracilis (Gray, 1845)

body; three shields in a line between nasal and prefrontal; five supraoculars; Light brown 
above with a darker lateral band and irregular transverse series of blue, black edged spots, 
imparting to it a bright blue- green sheen in life; sometimes a series of vertebral spots; 
below pale brownish or yellowish; Juveniles golden brown with small black dorsal spots. 


Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland, West Bengal. 
Elsewhere : EASTERN HIMALAYAS; MYANMAR. 

Remarks : A beautiful species. 
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FAMILY VARANIDAE 
27. Varanus bengalensis (Daudin, 1802)

Reported from 
Nagaland by (Dasgupta and Raha, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Scales on the crown of the head larger than the nuchals; 
supraocular scales small, subequal; abdominal scales smooth, in 90 to 110 transverse rows; 
tail strongly compressed with a low double-toothed crest above; lateral caudal scales 
keeled. Brownish or olive above, usually with blackish dots; lower parts yellowish, 
uniform or mottled with black; young dark olive, with numerous light spots or ocelli more 
or less transversely arranged and often alternating with dark spots or bars; top of head 
with light spots; lower parts whitish with narrow dark transverse bars which may be 
broken up into spots. 

Distribution : INDIA : Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, the whole of India. 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR; NEPAL; PAKISTAN; PERSIA; SRI LANKA. 

Remarks : Commonly occurring species. 

28. Varanus salvator (Laurenti, 1768)

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland, Andaman and Nicobar Islands, 
Orissa, West Bengal.

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, 
Nagaland, Tripura, West Bengal, Peninsular India. 

Elsewhere : CHINA; HAINAN; HONG-KONG; SRI LANKA. 

Remarks : A beautiful snake.

33. Pareas monticola (Cantor, 1839)

1; Brown above with transverse blackish bars on the sides; a black bar from above the eye 
to the nape, and another from behind the eye to the angle of the mouth; head above more 
or less thickly spotted with black; yellowish below, dotted with brown.

34. Ahaetulla prasina (Boie, 1827)

forming tubercles; ventrals 194- 235; caudals 151- 187, paired; Anal 2; Green above, the 
interstitial skin black and white forming oblique lines; a white or yellow line along the 
outer margin of the ventrals.

the outer margins with a spot; parietals usually with 2 small white spots; labials whitish, 
bordered with black.

Remarks : A rare snake. 
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36. Amphiesma parallelum (Boulenger, 1890)

Diagnostic characters : Intemasals truncate; nostril lateral; temporals 1+1 or 1+2; 
scales in 19 rows; ventrals 163-172; caudals 73-108, paired; anal 2; Greyish brown above, 
the scales black edged and with 2 dorso-lateral black edged stripes; a black streak from 
the eye to the angle of the mouth; labials yellow, uniform or black edged; ventrals and 
caudals yellow with or without black dot on each side. 

Distribution : INDIA : Meghalaya, Nagaland, Sikkim, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR; TONG-KING; YUNNAN. 

Remarks : Commonly occurring species. 

37. Amphiesma stolatum (Linnaeus, 1758) 

(Fig. 162)

above with black spots and 2 dorso-lateral buff stripes, the stripes best marked on the 
posterior part of the body where the black spots are least evident; lower parts with or 
without a spot on the ventral shield; labials yellowish, may or may not be black edged. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Meghalaya, Manipur, Mizoram, 
Nagaland, Tripura Sikkim, West Bengal, throughout India.

38. Blythia reticulata (Blyth, 1854)

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Diagnostic characters : Rostral visible dorsally; 1 anterior temporal; 1 post ocular; 6 
upper labials; anterior genials twice as long as the posterior; ventrals 127- 155; caudals 
26 - 32 , paired; anal 2; Olive to darker brown above, highly iridescent; young with a white 

collar. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Manipur, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR. 

Remarks : An uncommon species. 

39. Boiga cynodon (Boie, 1827) 

Dipsas cynodn Boie, 1827, Isis., p. 549. 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland, reported by 
(Dasgupta and Raha, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Pre ocular 1, reaching the upper surface of the head; temporals 
2+3 or 3+3; upper labials 8 or 9; scales in 23 (or rarely 25) rows; vertebral row strongly 
enlarged; ventrals 250- 282,with an obtuse lateral keel; caudals 120-157; Brownish, 
grayish or pinkish above, with dark brown or black chevron shaped spots; white spots or 
cross bars sometimes present, best marked on the posterior part of the body; a series of 
large white (pink in life), dark edged, rounded or rosette shaped spots on the outer margins 
of the ventrals and usually including scale rows 1 and 2; nape with two longitudinal, 
parallel, black stripes; another from below the eye to the angle of the mouth; yellowish or 
grayish below, more or less thickly powdered with brown or black. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : CAMBODIA; MALAY PENINSULA AND ARCHIPELAGO; MYANMAR; 
SIAM. 

Remarks : Not common. 


40. Boiga gokool (Gray, 1834)

dorsal scales in 21 or 19 rows, vertebrals strongly enlarged; ventrals 219-232; caudals 87- 
103, paired; yellowish brown above, with a series of vertical Y- shaped markings on each 
side of the back, separated from one another by a light vertebral line; head with a large, 
arrow shaped, brown, longitudinally bisected, black-edged mark; a black stripe from the 
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eye to the angle of the mouth; lower parts whitish, with an almost continuous series of 
brown or black spots on either side of the ventrals. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Manipur, Nagaland, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : THE EASTERN HIMALAYAS; BANGLADESH. 

Remarks : Not common. 

41. Chrysopelea ornata (Shaw, 1802) 

(Fig. 165) 

Coluber omatus Shaw, 1802, Gen. Zool., iii, p. 477. 

Material examined : Material not available for study, reported from Nagaland by 
(Dasgupta and Raha, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Frontal shield bell-shaped; loreal elongate; 1 large pre ocular; 
2 post oculars; temporals 2 + 2; upper labials 9; dorsal scales in 17 rows; ventrals 213- 
234; caudal 110-138, paired; anal 2. Greenish yellow above, each scale edged and 
mesially streaked with black, with more or less distinct black cross bars and a series of 
large coral red spots on every alternate yellow bands; ventrals yellow with a small black 
spot on either side. 

Distribution : INDIA : Meghalaya, Assam, Nagaland, Bihar, Gujarat, Maharashtra, 
Orissa, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : THE WHOLE OF INDO-CHINESE REGION; BANGLADESH; CHINA; 
HONG-KONG; NEPAL; SRI LANKA. 

Remarks : A beautiful snake. 

42. Coelognathus Helena (Daudin, 1803) 

Coluber Helena Daudin, 1803, Hist. Nat. Rept., vi, p. 277 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland, reported by 
(Dasgupta and Raha, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 23 to 29 rows round the middle of the body, more or 
less distinctly keeled on the posterior part of the body; 8-11 upper labials, last labial 
below the eye in contact with the temporal; Ventrals 217-265; caudals 73-100; Anal 1; 
Brown above with dark brown or black cross bars containing white ocelli, most 
conspicuous on the anterior part, disappearing gradually on the hinder part of the body, 
which is brown above with a broad dark stripe on either side; a black vertical streak below 
the eye, and an oblique one behind it; lower parts yellowish. 
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Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Nagaland, Uttarakhand, West Bengal, throughout India. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; NEPAL; PAKISTAN; SRI LANKA. 

Remarks : Not a common species. 

43. Coelognathus radiatus (Schlegel, 1837) 

(Fig. 166) 

Coluber radiatus Schlegel, 1837, Phys. Serp., ii. p. 135.

the neck; the upper pair on either side of the vertebral line broader; the outer pair 
narrower, usually broken into a series of elongated spots on the anterior part of the body; 
a black bar across the occiput and three black streaks radiating from below the eye; the 
young brightly patterned. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Meghalaya, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, 
Chhadsgarh, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Sikkim, Uttaranchal, West Bengal.

44. Dendrelaphis cyanochloris (Wall, 1921)

2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 15 rows; ventrals 186-211; caudals 135-159; anal 2; 
Bronzy-olive above, the scales black-edged; ventrals and outer scale rows pale greenish 
or yellowish; usually no black flank stripe; a broad black temporal stripe, extending on to 
the neck and forebody, where it may be broken up into spots; lips and lower jaw yellowish. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Nagaland, West Bengal, Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands. 

Elsewhere : MYANMAR; SIAM; TENASSERIM; THAILAND. 

Remarks : Not a common species. 
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45. Dendrelaphis gorei (Wall, 1910)

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 13 rows; ventrals 187-199; caudals 139-154; Bronzy- 
brown above, greenish or grayish below; a more or less distinct yellowish stripe along 
scale row 1 and 2; a black stripe along each side of the head, extending on to the neck, 
where it breaks up into vertical bars; lips and chin yellowish. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : EASTERN HIMALAYAS; MYANMAR; TONG-KING. 

Remarks : Not a common species. 

46. Dendrelaphis pictus (Gmelin, 1789) 

(Fig. 167) 

Coluber pictus Gmelin, 1789, Syst. Nat. i, p. 1116. 

Material examined : 1 ex. (Reg. No. VR/ERS/ZSI/13), Aochakali village, near

round the middle of the body; ventrals 163-211; with a lateral keel; caudals 112-174; 
anal 1 or 2; vertebral scales much larger than adjacent ones, but not wider than lowest 
dorsals, with a distinctly delimited light lateral stripe; Bronze-brown or bronze-olive 
above; a yellowish or cream coloured stripe bordered on both sides with black runs along 
flank on to the tail; head brown above with a lateral black stripe running from the nasal 
scale to the neck where it breaks up into oblique bars; blue or greenish-blue spots on the 
lateral side, visible when the snake is excited; belly whitish to greenish- yellow. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, 
Nagaland, Tripura, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH, CAMBODIA; INDONESIA; LAOS; MALAYSIA the 
whole of INDO-CHINESE REGION; EASTERN HIMALAYAS TO SOUTHERN 
CHINA. 

Remarks : An elegant species. 

47. Dinodon septentrionalis (Gunther, 1875) 

Ophites septentrionalis Gunther, 1875, P.Z.S. p. 233. 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland, reported by 
(Dasgupta and Raha, 2005). 
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Diagnostic characters : Loreal 1; Scales in 17 rows round the middle of the body; 
Ventrals 207-217; caudals 81-92; anal 1; purplish black above and on the sides, with 
narrow, white, 25-35 transverse bars, (which expand laterally) on the body; lower parts 
white, spotted or barred with black; tail heavily marked with black below; hinder part of 
head white in the young, usually black in the adult. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Nagaland, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : THE EASTERN HIMALAYAS; LAOS; MYANMAR; SIAM; TONG- 
KING. 

Remarks : Not a common species. 

48. Elaphe porphyracea (Cantor, 1839)

black edged cross bars; in the young they are entirely black; 2 black dorsolateral lines on 
the posterior part of the body and tail; a black stripe down the middle of the head and 
another on each side usually connecting with the first transverse mark on the neck; lower 
parts uniform yellow. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, Nagaland, 
Sikkim, West Bengal.

49. Elaphe prasina (Blyth, 1854)

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 19 rows; 9 upper labials; 1 preocular; 2 post oculars; 
temporals 2+2 or 2+3; ventrals 191-209; caudals 91-111; anal 1; Uniform green above, the 
interstitial skin with black and white reticulations. 
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Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; CHINA; MALAYSIA; MALAY PENINSULA; MYANMAR; 
THAILAND; TENG-KING; VIETNAM; YUNNAN 

Remarks : Common. 

50. Euprepiophis mandarinus (Cantor, 1840) 

(Fig. 179) 

Coluber mandarina Cantor, 1840, Zool. Chusan, p. 483. 

Material examined : 1 ex. (Reg. No. VR/ERS/ZSI/206), (road kill), Nguti (Sukhalu), 
Zunheboto district, 10.8.2005, coll.

Mathew and party. 

Diagnostic characters : Head short, very slightly broader than neck; snout round; 7 or 
8 upper labials; loreal small or absent; 1 preocular; 1 or 2 post oculars; temporals 2+2 or 
2+3; 23 or 21 rows of scales round the middle of the body; Ventrals 200-241; caudals 59- 
82; Anal 2; Gray or brown above, with a series of large black, diamond shaped marks that 
enclose oval, rounded or squarish yellow spots; black marks have narrow yellow outer 
margins; head with three black markings- a band across snout, a crescent-shaped mark that 
pass through eye and after which it divides in to two, and a forward pointing A shaped 
mark on the neck; yellow or white beneath with large black rectangular spots. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : CHINA; MYANMAR; TAIWAN. 

Remarks : This species could be easily mistaken for an Oligodon species. Mathew 
(2006), reported it for the first time from Nagaland.

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 15 rows round the middle of the body; 8 upper 
labials, 4 th and 5 th touching the eye; Ventrals 148-154; caudals 116-134; Anal 2; Greyish 
above, lighter below; a broad black stripe on the side of the head, extending and gradually 
disappearing on fore part of the body; a grey stripe on the outer margins of the ventrals 
and a less distinct and thinner median one present or absent. 
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Distribution : INDIA : Nagaland, Sikkim, West Bengal. 
Elsewhere : MYANMAR. 

Remarks : Not common. 


52. Lycodon jara (Shaw, 1802)

paired; Anal 2.Purplish or brownish black above, stippled all over with yellow. 

Distribution : INDIA ; Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, 
Orissa, Tamil Nadu, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH, NEPAL. 

Remarks : Common. 


53. Oligodon albocinctus (Cantor, 1839)

Brown above with light (red in life) vertebral stripe, and with 29 narrow, black, light- 
edged cross-bars on the body and 7 on tail; yellowish below with squarish black spots at 
the outer margins of the ventrals and caudals; head with a chevron mark across the 
prefrontals passing through the eyes, a broad oblique temporal stripe, and a narrow 
chevron on the nape extending forwards to the prefrontals.

57. Psammodynastes pulverulentus (Boie, 1827)

above with small black streaks; a series of yellow spots on either side of the vertebral line; 
lower parts mottled with brown; head with symmetrical markings. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, Orissa, 
West Bengal.

58. Ptyas korros (Schlegel, 1837). 

(Fig. 176) 

Coluber korros Schlegel, 1837, Phys. Serp. ii. p. 139. 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland, reported by 
(Dasgupta and Raha, 2005). 
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Diagnostic characters : Scales in 15 rows; ventrals 160-187; caudals 120-147, paired; 
Anal 2; Greyish brown above, yellowish below; the scales on the posterior part of the 
body edged with black; the young ones olive green with narrow white cross bars. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : CHINA; HAINAN; MALAYSIA; MYANMAR. 

Remarks : Not very common. 

59. Ptyas nigromarginatus (Blyth, 1854) 

(Fig. 177) 

Coluber nigromarginatus Blyth, 1854, J.A..S. Bengal, xxiii, p. 290. 

Material examined : Material not available for study, reported by (Dasgupta and Raha, 
2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Intemasals nearly as long as the prefrontals; loreal longer than 
high; upper labials 8, 4 th and 5 th in contact with the eye; scales in 16 or 14 rows, 4-6 
median rows keeled; Ventrals 190-209; caudals 123-142; Anal 2. Green above, the scales 
edged with black, with four broad, black, longitudinal stripes which in adult are confined 
to the posterior one third of the body; the dorsal pair, on each side of the vertebral line, 
are the broadest; the lower pair border the ventrals; lower parts greenish -white. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland, Sikkim, West 
Bengal. 

Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; BHUTAN; CHINA; NEPAL; MYANMAR; TONG- 
KING; YUNNAN. 

Remarks : Not a common species. 

60. Rhabdophis himalayanus (Gunther, 1864) 

(Fig. 178) 

Tropidonotus himalayanus Gunther, 1864, Rept. Brit. Ind., p. 265 

Material examined : 1 ex. (Reg. No. VR/ERS/ZSI/299), (road kill), 9 km ahead of 
Mokokchung town from Tuensang, Mokokchung district, 19.9.2006, coll.R.Mathew and 
party. 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 19 rows; ventrals 151-176; caudals 79-95; upper 
labials 8 or 9, 4 th and 5 th or 5 th and 6 th in touch with the eyes; 1 pre ocular; 3 post oculars; 
temporals 2+2 or 2+ 3. Olive above with small black spots and two dorsolateral series of 
small yellow spots; neck with an orange collar; lower parts yellowish, uniform or speckled 
with brown; labials bordered with black; 2 black cross bars, one below and the other 
behind the eye. 
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Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Meghalaya, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, 
Sikkim. 

Elsewhere : EASTERN HIMALAYAS; BANGLADESH; CHINA; MYANMAR. 

Remarks : A common species. 

61. Rhabdophis nuchalis (Boulenger,1891) 

Tropidonotus nuchalis Boulenger, 1891, Ann. Mag. Nat. Hist. p. 221. 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland, reported by 
(Dasgupta and Raha, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : A nuchal groove and gland present; intemasals truncate 
anteriorly; 1 preocular; temporals 1+1 or 1+2; 6 upper labials; scales in 15 (or 17) rows 
round the middle of the body; Ventrals 139-160; caudals 41-65; Olive or greenish above, 
the scales sometimes edged with black; an indistinct dorso-lateral chain of small yellow 
spots sometimes present; pale greenish below, uniform or the scales edged, spotted or 
thickly powdered with black; young with a complete yellow collar. 

Distribution : INDIA : Nagaland. 

Elsewhere ; CHINA; MYANMAR; TIBET; TONG-KING; YUNNAN 

Remarks : A hill species. 

62. Rhabdophis subminiatus (Schlegel, 1837) 

Tropidonotus subminiatus Schlegel, 1837, Phys. Serp., ii, p. 313. 

Material examined : 1 ex. (Reg. No. VR/ERS/ZSI/300), (road kill), Tizit village, Mon 
district, 25.9.2006, coll. R. Mathew and party. 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 19 rows; 8 upper labials; 1 preocular; 3 post oculars; 
temporals 2+3; ventrals 163-190; caudals 88-100, paired; Anal 2. Olive brown or greenish 
above, almost uniform or with black and yellow reticulations, the colour being confined 
to the interstitial skin and the edges of the scales; an oblique black bar below the eye; 
belly yellowish, sometimes with a black dot on the outer end of each ventral shield; neck 
tinged with Vermillion, prominent in live specimens. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Sikkim, 
Tripura. 

Elsewhere : EASTERN HIMALAYAS; INDO-CHINESE REGION; CHINA; HAINAN; 
HONGKONG: MALAY PENINSULA AND ARCHIPELAGO. 


Remarks : Commonly found. 
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63. Trachischium monticolum (Cantor, 1839) 

(Fig. 180) 

Calamaria monticola Cantor, 1839, P.Z.S. p. 50. 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland, reported by 
(Dasgupta and Raha, 2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 15 rows; 2 prefrontals; 2 post oculars; temporals 1+1; 
ventrals 113-130; caudals 26-40, paired; Anal 1. Light brown with blackish longitudinal 
lines and two more or less distinct dorsolateral stripes; yellowish below, with or without a 
yellow spot on either side of the neck. 

Distribution : INDIA ; Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, West Bengal. 

Remarks : A common species. 

64. Xenochrophis piscator (Schneider, 1799) 

Hydrus piscator Schneider, 1799, Hist. Amphib., i. p. 247. 

Material examined : 1 ex. (Reg. No. VR/ERS/ZSI/292), Dhansiri river, Dimapur, 
Dimapur district, 9.9.2006, coll. R. Mathew and party. 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 19 rows; ventrals 122-158; caudals 70-97, paired; 
Anal 2; 1 preocular; 2 or 3 post oculars; temporals 2+2 or 2+3; 9 upper labials; frontal 
shield much constricted in the middle. Olive grey above with black spots quincuncially 
arranged; belly whitish), the ventrals edged with black. 

Distribution : INDIA : Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, the whole of India. 

Elsewhere : CHINA; HAINAN; HONGKONG; LAOS; MYANMAR; PAKISTAN; SRI 
LANKA. 

Remarks : Most common species. 

65. Enhydris sieboldii Schlegel, 1837 
Homalopsis sieboldii Schlegel, 1837, Phys. Serp., ii. p. 349. 

Material examined : Material not available for study, reported by (Dasgupta and Raha, 
2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Snout blunt, squarish; intemasal longitudinally divided, 
touching or just separated from the loreal; frontal broader than the supraocular; 
sometimes 2 preoculars, the lower of the two and the post ocular often extending to below 
the eye; 7 or eight upper labials, 4 th touching the eye. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Bihar, Delhi, Madhya Pradesh, Nagaland, Uttar 
Pradesh, Uttaranchal, West Bengal. 
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Elsewhere : BANGLADESH; MYANMAR; NEPAL. 

Remark ; Not a common species. 

FAMILY ELAPIDAE 

66. Bungarus fasciatus (Schneider, 1801) 

(Fig. 182) 

Pseudoboa fasciata Schneider, 1801, Hist. amph. ii, p. 234. 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland, reported by 
(Dasgupta and Raha, 2005) 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 15 rows; ventrals 200-234; caudals 23-39; Anal 1; A 
prominent vertebral ridge down the middle of the back and tail; alternately banded with 
black or purplish black and yellow or buff; the black bands as broad as the intersapaces 
or a little broader; a large black mark on the nape; tail blunt. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, 
Orissa, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : THE WHOLE OF INDO-CHINESE REGION; CHINA; MALAYA 
PENINSULA and ARCHIPELAGO; MYANMAR. 

Remarks : A common species. 

67. Bungarus caeruleus (Schneider, 1801)** 

(Fig. 181) 

Pseudoboa caerulea Schneider, 1801, Hist.Amphib., 2 : 284 

Material examined : Material not available for study, reported by (Dasgupta nad Raha, 
2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 15 rows; 1 preocular; 2 post oculars; temporals 1+2; 
7 upper labials; Ventrals 194-234 ; caudals 33-52 ; Anal 1; head barely distinct from neck; 
snout blunt; rostral wider than high; nostril between two nasals; vertebral row of dorsals 
enlarged; caudals single; blackish above with narrow white cross bars arranged in pairs; 
belly white. 

Distribution : INDIA : Nagaland, Tripura; West Bengal; Peninsular India. 

Elsewhere : SRI LANKA. 

Remarks : Not very common. A large specimen (road kill) of this species was 
photographed at Phek. Reported for the first time from Nagaland. 
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68. Bungarus niger Wall, 1908 

Bungarus niger Wall, 1908, J. Bombay N.H.S, xviii. p.715 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland, reported by 
Dasgupta and Raha, 2005. 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 15 rows; 1 preocular, 2 post oculars, Temporals 1+2; 
Ventrals 216-235; Caudals 49-56; Anal 1. Uniform or bluish-black or black above, white 
below, with more or less distinct dark mottlings at the base of the ventral and caudal 
shields. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : THE EASTERN HIMALAYAS. 

Remarks : Common where it occurs. 

69. Sinomicrurus macclellandi (Reinhardt, 1844) 

(Fig. 183) 

Elaps macclellandi Reinhardt, 1844, Calcutta J. Nat. Hist., Iv, p. 532. 

Material examined : 1 EX. (Reg. No. VR/ERS/ZSI/294), Tiru village, Mon district, 
27.9.2006, coll. R. Mathew and party. 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 13 rows, smooth; ventrals 182-244; caudals 25-36, 
paired; Anal 2; 1 pre ocular in contact with the posterior nasal; 2 post oculars; temporals 
1+1; 7 upper labials. Reddish above with regular narrow, black transverse bars; head black 
except for the broad, white, transverse bar; yellow beneath with large black spots or cross 
bars. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, Sikkim, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : EASTERN HIMALAYAS; ANNAM; CHINA; FORMOSA; HAINAN; 
TONG KING; MYANMAR. 

Remarks : A common species. 

70. Naja kaouthia (Lesson, 1831) 

(Fig. 184) 

Coluber naja Lesson, 1831, Syst. Nat. 10 th ed, p. 221. 

Material examined : 1 ex. (Reg. No. VR/ERS/ZSI/298), (a mutilated dead specimen), 
Kiphire, Kiphire district, 15.9.2006, coll. R. Mathew and Party. 
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Diagnostic characters : 1 pre and 3 post oculars; 7 upper labials; temporals 2 + 3; a 
cuneate scale in between the 4 th and 5 th lower labials; scales in 21 rows; Neck dilatable 
into a hood, hood with monocellate mark; ventrals 164-196; caudals 43-58. Olivaceous or 
brownish to black above with a yellow or orange coloured monocellate mark on the hood; 
a black spot on the lower surface of the hood on either side, and one or two broad black 
cross bars on the belly behind it. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, 
Nagaland, Tripura, Andaman and Nicobar Islands, Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : EASTERN HIMALAYAS; CHINA; MYANMAR; NEPAL. 

Remarks : A common species. 

FAMILY CROTALIDAE 

71. Ovophis monticola (Gunther, 1864) 

(Fig. 186) 

Trimeresurus monticola Gunther, 1864, Rept. Brit. India , p. 388. 

Material examined : Material not available for study. Reported by Smith (1943). 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 23 rows round the middle of the body; 5-9 scales 
between supraoculars; intemasals usually separated by 1 or 2 scales; 7-10 upper labials; 
2-4 series small scales between the eye and the labials; ventrals 137-176; caudals 36-62, 
paired; Anal 1; Light to dark brown above, with large, squarish, irregularly placed dark 
brown spots or markings upon the back and smaller ones on the sides; head dark brown 
above; usually a light streak from the eye to the angle of the jaw; lips pale yellowish; 
lower parts whitish, spotted or powdered with brown. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, 
West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : EASTERN HIMALAYAS; THE WHOLE OF INDO-CHINESE REGION; 
ANNAM; CHINA; FORMOSA; MALAY PENINSULA; NEPAL; SIAM; TIBET; TONG- 
KING; YUNNAN. 

Remarks ; A common species. 

72. Protobothrops mucrosquamataus (Cantor, 1839) 

Trigonocephalus mucrosquamatus Cantor, 1839, P.Z.S., p. 32. 

Material examined : Material not available for study, reported by Dasgupta and Raha 
(2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Intemasals separated from one another by 3-4 small scales, 2 
enlarged scales on a line between them and the supraoculars; 9-11 upper labials, the 1 st 
completely separated from the nasal; supraoculars long, narrow and entire, 14-16 scales in 
a line between them; scales in 25 rows round the middle of the body, strongly keeled; 
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ventrals 200-218; caudals 76-91, paired; Anal 1. Greyish or olive brown above, with a 
dorsal series of large brown, dark edged, irregularly shaped spots and a lateral series of 
smaller ones; whitish below, heavily powdered with light brown, the light areas appearing 
as squarish spots; head brown above, paler below, with or without a dark temporal streak; 
tail light brown, pink in life, with a dorsal series of conspicuous black spots. 

Distribution : INDIA : Arunachal Pradesh, Nagaland. 

Elsewhere : CHINA; TONG-KING. 

Remarks : Not studied by me. 

73. Trimeresurus erythrurus (Cantor, 1839) 

(Fig. 185, 188) 

Trigonocephalus erythrurus Cantor, 1839, P.Z.S, p. 31. 

Material examined : 1 ex. (Reg. No. VR/ERS/ZSI/297), (a mutilated specimen), 
Meriyang orchard, Wokha district, 20.9.2006, coll. R. Mathew and party. 

Diagnostic characters : Scales in 23 rows; 11-14 scales between the supraoculars; 9- 
13 upper labials; 1-2 rows of scales between the labials and the elongate subocular; 
ventrals 151-180; caudals 49-79; Anal 1. Green above, yellowish below; a light stripe on 
scale row 1, distinct in males; tail usually mottled with brown, prehensile. 

Distribution : INDIA : Assam, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : EASTERN HIMALAYAS. 

Remarks : A common species. 

74. Trimeresurus popeiorum Smith, 1937 
(Fig. 187, 189) 

Trimeresurus popeiorum Smith, 1937, J. Bombay N.H.S. xxxix. p. 730. 

Material examined : Material not available for study from Nagaland, reported by 
Dasgupta and Raha, (2005). 

Diagnostic characters : Supra oculars narrow, sometimes divided by a transverse 
suture, 10-13 scales on a line between them; intemasals small, elongate, separated from 
one another by 1-2 scales; 9-11 upper labials, the 1 st separated from the nasal; a single 
series of scales between the labials and the elongate subocular; scales in 21 rows round 
the middle of the body; ventrals 164-170; caudals 60-76, paired; Anal 1; Green above, 
pale green or whitish below; a light stripe bordered below with orange or chocolate along 
the flank and base of tail on scale row 1; a light post ocular stripe bordered above with 
orange or chocolate; end of tail usually pinkish. 

Distribution : INDIA : Meghalaya, Nagaland, West Bengal. 

Elsewhere : BORNEO; MALAY PENINSULA; MYANMAR; SIAM; SUMATRA. 

Remarks : Not a common species. 
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SUMMARY 

The present paper deals with the findings of the research project work on ‘Studies on 
Lower Vertebrates of Nagaland’ The study was based on the material deposited in the 
holdings of Eastern Regional Station, Zoological Survey of India, Shillong. Fresh 
material and more species were collected and studied in 2005 and 2006 by conducting 
two field surveys to the different districts of Nagaland. Literature reports on the Fauna of 
Nagaland are also incorporated to get an overall picture of the Lower vertebrates of 
Nagaland. In all 140 species of fish(under 70 genera, 24 families, 6 orders) 43 species of 
amphibians (under 23 genera, 7 families, 1 order) and 74 species of reptiles (under 48 
genera, 13 families,2 orders) are reported herein including 14 new records for fish and 1 
new record for reptile.
